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Ford Urges Aid 
For Vietnam Now 


Says It Could End War 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford, contending 
the United States has an 
obligation to South Vietnam, 
says 
he 
is 
“ absolutely 
convinced” 
that the $722 
m illion in arm s aid he 
requested would lead to a 
negotiated settlement of the 
war. 


“The United States did not 
carry out its commitment in 
the supplying of military 
hardware and economic aid 
to South Vietnam” in the 
same way that Moscow and 
Peking backed Hanoi, Ford 
said. 
“ I wish we had,” he said. 
“ I think if we had, this 


present tragic situation in 
South Vietnam would not 
have occurred.” 
Displaying his frustration 
Wednesday in a meeting of 
the 
American 
Society 
of 
Newspaper 
Editors, 
Ford 
said, “The human tragedy of 
South Vietnam just makes 
me sick every day I hear 
about it, read about it, and 
see it. 
“ I am absolutely con­ 
vinced if Congress made 
available $722 
million 
in 
m ilitary assistance” in a few 
days “the South Vietnamese 
could stabilize the military 
situation in South Vietnam 
today.” 
He likened the situation in 
Vietnam to “ the last minute 
of the last quarter of the 
gam e.” 
“ I don’t think we can 
blame the Soviet Union, and 
the People’s 
Republic of 
China for supplying North 
Vietnam,” Ford said. 
“ If we had done with our 
allies what we had promised.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Ink from a ball point pen leaked on the 
flap of an expensive leather handbag and I carmot remove 
it How can I get it off? — DOROTHY. 
DEAR DOROTHY — The color of your purse aud 
whether or sot it is real leather (so many synthetics are so 
good looking that we are often mistaken) can affect the 
success or failure of many remedies. 
I removed a ball point ink stain (not too old) from a red 
synthetic leather bag by spraying it with hair spray that 
was left ob to dry. When nibbed off the ink came off, too. 
White petroleum jelly rubbed in well and then nibbed off 
will work on many bags and would be safe for most. If 
leather is dull looking after anything is applied cover the 
entire bag with a leather preserver or sparingly ase liquid 
wax, the kind used on farniture. First try any remedy on an 
inconspicuous spot to see what it does to the leather and the 
color. — POLLY.

Pirates’ Record Zooms to 


‘University of Plano Pirate coach Steve 
Adair could ask for no better pitching than 
he got Tuesday in his team’s doubleheader 
sweep over Richland College. 
Chuck Bancroft threw a no-hittei in 
leading the Pirates to the opening game 5-0 
win, and Gilbert Bernal threw a one-hitter 
as the Pirates took the second game 2 0. 
“ We thought for a while we were going 
to have back to back no-hitters,” Coach 
Adair said. “ Richland didn’t get their hit 
in the second game until the sixth inning. 


Pitching is the strong point of the 
Pirates, who post a 25-9 season record to 
date. The Pirates previously never posted 
more than 23 wins in a season, and that 
mark was set in 1974.

In beating Richland 5-0, Bancroft 
struckout ll batters, and his only blemish 
was four walks. 
Plano batters racked up five hits in­ 
cluding two singles and two RBIs by 
centerfielder Randy Phillips. Second 
baseman Larry Uribe hit a double and got 
one HBI. while catcher Jimmy Marco and 
rightfielder Peter Mills singled. 
Bancroft’s win increased his season 
record to IO wins and three losses, a record 
for Plano pitching. 
The old record was nine wins in a 
season, set by Bancroft last year and in 
1973 by Johnny Sutton. Sutton is now 
pitching professional baseball at the Texas 
Rangers’ Pittsfield farm club, which is 


rated AA. 
Gilbert Bernal had a no-hitter going 
until the sixth inning as the U of P beat 
Richland 2-0 in the second game. 
Bernal was going strong but in the sixth 
inning allowed one hit and also walked a 
man on base. So Coach Adair pulled the 
R L. Turner graduate and let Larry

Bernal's game win increased his record 
to 6-4 as he struck out ll batters while 
walking four in six and one-third innings. 
Hughes was credited with a save, his third 
of the year, leaving his record at 8-2. 
Plano was led at the plate by shortstop 
James King with a two for three day. 
Doubles were added by outfielders Randy 
Phillips and Leonard Evans while first 
baseman Scott Smithson singled.
